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Council, residents debate audience participation

Residents think city council is 
trying to control their right to 
speak about issues affecting their 
community at council meetings. 

Several residents have taken 
city council members to task 
about trying to limit their opportu¬ 
nity to speak on each agenda item, 
as well as limit the amount of time 
they are allowed to speak. 

The debate began at the Au¬ 
gust 6 city council meeting, when 
longtime resident Jim Rarey be¬ 
gan speaking on an agenda item, 
and was interrupted and told by 
Councilman William A. Crova that 
he was out of order. 

Crova called for a point of or¬ 
der and polled council members 
as to whether Rarey should be al¬ 
lowed to continue speaking. 
Rarey was allowed to continue to 


speak after a 4-2 vote, with Bur- 
croff and Crova voting nay. 

At one point during the meet¬ 
ing, according to resident Randy 
Hess, who spoke before council at 
the September 10 meeting, Coun¬ 
cilman LeRoy D. Burcroff stated 
that Item 7 “ This rules does not 
permit members of the public to 
join in debate or discussion with 
members of the body or with other 
member’s of the public present at 
such meeting” was sufficient for 
public input 

Item 7 is 1 of the 7 items print¬ 
ed on the back of the council’s 
weekly agenda that lists the ‘Rules 
Regarding Members of the Public 
Addressing Meeting.’ 

Councilman Burcroff made a 
motion to get a legal opinion on 
whether speaking on an agenda 
item is in conflict with Robert’s 
Rules of Order. The motion was 


supported by Councilman Crova. 

The debate continued at the 
August 13 city council hearing. 
City Clerk Linda Choate said she 
had researched articles in the 
charter pertaining to the public 
speaking on agenda items. 

And according to her research, 
council adopted Resolution 
71.105, the policy governing proce¬ 
dures for handling council busi¬ 
ness in March, 1971. 

In February, 1983, Rule 4 of the 
procedures was amended. Rule 4 
states “Remarks shall be limited 
to three (3) minutes by consent of 
the chair. Remarks shall not con¬ 
tain any profanity, racial, ethnic, 
religious, sexual or national origin 
slurs or overtones. Anyone making 
such remarks shall lose his/her 
right to address the Council, 
Board or Commission.” 

At the August 27 council meet¬ 


ing, City Clerk Linda Choate, indi¬ 
cated that council’s legal advisor 
had rendered an opinion in a 2- 
page letter regarding the public 
speaking at council hearings - of 
which this newspaper has yet to 
review, even though several re¬ 
quests have been made. 

According to Choate, council’s 
attorney said council hearings are 
different from town hall meetings, 
where people can join in debate 
or discussion with members of the 
body or with other members of the 
public present at such meetings. 
Council meetings are governed by 
the city charter. 

Councilman Burcroff asked 
council to set aside a date for a 
study session, so that discussion 
regarding public speaking at 
council hearings could be contin¬ 
ued, reviewed and modified, if 
necessary Council voted to have a

November 26 study session. 

There was more debate about 
this issue at the September 4 and 
September 10 council meetings. 
At the September 10 meeting, 
Randy Hess read excerpts from a 
speech he wrote expressing his 
anger and disappointment at how 
he felt council was trying to limit 
his and other residents freedom of 
speech. 

In his speech, he states “my 
main concern is what are you 
afraid of, why do you want to take 
away the rights of the citizens of 
this community to be able to speak 
on any item that they may have 
concerns over or something that 
directly affects them. If someone 
has a concern over an agenda 
item it does them absolutely no 
good to speak under Item 7 on the 
agenda because the item has al¬ 
ready been voted on and adopted 
or denied, and the public’s views 
are useless them" 

Councilman William J. 
Wadsworth supports Hess’ posi¬ 
tion. He said residents should be 
able to speak on any part of the 
agenda. He adds that sometimes 
people want to speak longer on 
certain issues and if that means 
council members have to stay late, 
then “that’s part of the job.” 

Councilwoman Debbie Romak, 
on the otherhand, stated that 
council should follow the 3- 
minute rule. If a petitioner needs 
more time to speak, the Chair can 
extend the 3-minute rule. 

Hess, in his statement to coun¬ 
cil, stated “the last thing that con¬ 
cerns me and is very disturbing 
about this whole sorry situation is 
that on November 6 you want the 
citizens of Romulus to go to (the) 
polls and vote for you for re-elec¬ 
tion to this council, which this citi¬ 
zen will not do, and then 20 days 
later on November 26 you have a 
study session scheduled pertain¬ 
ing to making changes or modifi¬ 
cations on how the public is al¬ 
lowed to speak at these meetings.” 

He added “unbelievable, I 
would like to ask the Clerk, 
through the Chair, if there was 
room for Councilman Burcroff to 
get this study session on the agen¬ 
da before the November 6 elec¬ 
tion date or (is this) a blatant at¬ 
tempt to stick it to the citizens of 
this community.” 

Council members were polled 
by the Chair and a vote was taken 
to move the study session date up 
to Monday, October 8.

stranded trawilers

As a result of an unprecedent¬ 
ed attack on the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter, in New York, and the Penta¬ 
gon Center, in Washington, DC, 
Detroit-Wayne County Metropoli¬ 
tan Airport was placed on a lock- 
down Tuesday, September 11, as 
was every airport in the country 
Terrorists hijacked and 
crashed two American commer¬ 
cial airplanes into the World 
Trade Center, bringing both tow¬ 
ers down into piles of rubble. 
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A third plane crashed into the 
Pentagon Center, leaving a huge 
black hole in the building. More 
than 100 people were killed. 

A fourth plane crashed in 
Pennsylvania, approximately 70 
miles northeast of Pittsburgh, 
traveling on what was determined 
to be a flight path that could have 
led it into Washington, DC. 
Sources say this plane was plan¬ 
ing to crash into the Camp David 
Presidential Retreat, in Maryland.

Locally, according to Comman¬ 
der Eric Painter, Romulus police 
provided additional security 
around the perimeters of the air¬ 
port, especially the hotels, merely 
as means of reassuring travelers 
not familar with our community of 
their safety. 

Acting Commander Jim Rafals- 
ki said Romulus police were ex¬ 
pecting to run into lots of angry 
travelers, stuck here as a result of 
their planes being forced down 
because it was traveling in our air 


space. 

Hotels within the perimeters of 
the airport did not report an in¬ 
flux of reservations from stranded 
passengers, though most reported 
they were prepared to accomo¬ 
date the needs of all who called. 

Just how many local residents 
have been affected by this disaster 
- directly or indirectly - is yet to be 
determined.

Wayne Memorial, Franklin picked for D.A.R.E. test 


Research group wants to know if drug program really works

The controversial D.A.R.E. - 
Drug Abuse Resistance Educa¬ 
tion program - will come under 
close scrutiny to see if the pro¬ 
gram really works, Wayne Police 
Chief Mike Sumeracki told may¬ 
or and council last week. 

Wayne Memorial High School 
and Franklin Middle School in 
the Wayne-Westland Community 
School District have been ran¬ 
domly selected as part of a 


“treatment group” to test the 
merits of the California-oriented 
drug-resistance program. 

“As you may be aware, earlier 
this year the D.A.R.E. program 
received a setback when re¬ 
search showed the program had 
little impact on teen drug use,” 
Sumeracki informed Wayne May¬ 
or Robert J. Dickerson, council 
members and a small group of 
interested citizens. 

“As a result, the Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation awarded 
the University of Akron Institute 


for Health and Social Policy 
$13.7 million to write a curricu¬ 
lum on substance abuse preven¬ 
tion,” Sumeracki continued. 
“The project includes testing and 
evaluating the effectiveness of 
the curriculum over a five-year 
period.” 

The police chief noted the 
study will be the most comphren- 
sive and extensive evaluation un¬ 
dertaken of any drug prevention 
education curriculum - as many 
as 60,000 students will be tracked 
for a five-year period. 


Sumeracki pointed out that 
the two local schools were ran¬ 
domly chosen, and the Wayne Po- 
lice Department and Wayne- 
Westland School District have 
agreed to participate in the 
study. 

• According to the police chief, 
all 7th graders attending 
Franklin Middle School will re¬ 
ceive the newly-developed cur¬ 
riculum. 

Also, the University of Akron 
will be using a “blue ribbon” na¬ 
tional network of D.A.R.E. offi¬ 


cers to present the project’s cur¬ 
riculum. Metro Detroit was ran¬ 
domly selected as one of the six 
research sites, and a high school 
and all feeder middle schools to 
that high school in each of 14 dif¬ 
ferent school districts within a 
50-mile radius of Detroit will 
participate. 

Seven of those schools and 
their feeder middle schools will 
be the “control group”, the other 
seven high schools and their 
feeder middle schools will be the 
“treatment group.” Wayne Memo¬ 


rial and Franklin fall under the 
‘treatment group” umbrella 

Patrolman Rob Puckett, 
Wayne’s D.A.R.E. program offi¬ 
cer, left last week to attend a five-* 
day training session to learn the 
new curriculum. 

“Personally, I am excited for 
the Wayne Police Department 
and Wayne-Westland School Dis¬ 
trict to be involved in this 
ground-breaking study to deter¬ 
mine the effectiveness of the 
D.A.R.E. program,” Sumeracki 
concluded.

Johnson recently accused former 
Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield of 
threatening to have him retnoved 
from the council chambers and ar¬ 
rested if he did not sit down 

Johnson also alleged that the 
tape of the meeting was purposely 
erased so that the former mayors 
comments were not heard. 

“I reviewed the tape this morn¬ 
ing,” stated Robert English, assis¬ 
tant City Manager, “and did not 
find anything on the tape that 
would substantiate Mr. Johnson’s 
allegations. Mr Johnson’s primary 
discussion, at the October 19,1999 
meeting, was focused on his belief 
that the council should have some 
form of written rules for their 
meetings. 

“He also made several com¬ 
ments regarding how the Mayor 
was selected by the other council 
members and not the general pub¬ 
lic. Shortly afterwards he began 
discussingthe Arbor/CVS ballot is¬ 
sue and the Mayor informed him 
that he would not allow cam¬ 
paigning’ to take place in the 
council chambers and asked Mr. 
Johnson to wrap up his com¬ 
ments.” 

According to his findings, Eng¬ 
lish stated that “at no time did 


Mayor Warfield threaten to have 
Mr. Johnson removed from the 
building or arrested.” 

English also stated that “...no 
employee of the city, including my¬ 
self, has ever or would ever pur¬ 


posely erase a section of a meet¬ 
ing tape.” 

“The tape has no gaps’ and 
shows a smooth transition from 
speaker to speaker,” English in¬ 
formed council.

Feds should investigate airport, 
appoint authority with Romulus rep 


A lot is being said about Metro Air¬ 
port, and what should be done, now that 
several investigations have concluded, 
and it is apparent a number of impro¬ 
prieties have been revealed. 

The Detroit News, which along with 
this newspaper, has written thousands 
of words about a noise abatement pro¬ 
gram gone bad and airport contracts 
doled out willy nilly to relatives and 
friends of public officials, has editorial¬ 
ized in favor of turning the investiga¬ 
tions over to the U.S. Attorney in De¬ 
troit 

They reason, and rightfully so, that 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s office 
which is run by County Executive Ed¬ 
ward McNamara’s former chief of staff, 
Mike Duggan, and the State Attorney 
General’s office which is headed by Mc¬ 
Namara appointee and friend, Jennifer 
Granholm, would not do the investiga¬ 
tion justice. 

Would Duggan or Granholm, both 
who owe their political fortunes to Mc¬ 
Namara, be able to turn on their mentor 
if investigations, indicated McNamara 
was involved? I highly doubt it 

That’s why it belongs in the grasp of 
newly appointed U.S. attorney, Jeffrey 
Collins. In his hands, politics are negat¬ 
ed, and neither Duggan or Granholm 
will have to “rat” on their former boss. 

Another proposal being tossed about 
is the implementation of a special Air¬ 
port Authority, as many municipalities 
have, to oversee the letting of airport 
contracts. 

This is a no brainer. Again, why would 
McNamara want this control at this 
point with all the swirling accusations of 
improprieties? Why not appoint a five 


or seven 
man au¬ 
thority to 
handle the 
task? 

But 

even a bet¬ 
ter idea is to have Romulus representa¬ 
tion on that authority. The perception at 
and around City Hall, is that Romulus is 
continually pushed around by Wayne 
County when it comes to airport mat¬ 
ters, even though the transportation 
center sits smack dab in the middle of 
the city 

In my opinion Romulus officials need 
to take a more active role in airport mat¬ 
ters. At the very least they need to de¬ 
mand one seat on the proposed authori¬ 
ty, and maybe even two. 

As we have seen with the noise abate¬ 
ment program, which was implemented 
to help Romulus residents who lived 
near the airport, and is now under in¬ 
vestigation by the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration because very little help 
was forthcoming, the County of Wayne 
cannot be trusted when it comes to deal¬ 
ing with Romulus residents. 

Romulus officials need to step up to 
the plate and demand accountability. 
They need to play an active role in 
championing the cause of Romulus citi¬ 
zens when it comes to dealing with the 
County. 

We must remember that the County 
had a vastly different agenda than many 
Romulus residents. They seek to ex¬ 
pand and build mightily around the air¬ 
port. That runs counter to what many 
lifelong, rural Romulus residents would 
like to see. 



Return of debtors’ prisons 


The Michigan State Supreme 
Court has floated a proposal remi¬ 
niscent of the debtors’ prisons in 
England in the era of Charles 
Dickens. The proposed rule 
would require judges to jail defen¬ 
dants who did not pay fines levied 
“on the spot” unless they could 
prove inability to pay The jailing 
would be ordered under judges’ 
powers to cite individuals for 
“contempt of court” 

. The court may have shot itself 
in the foot on this one. There is al¬ 
ready an ongoing debate on 
whether the legislature should set 
rules for court procedures rather 
than the Supreme Court which is 
the current practice. 

Concurrently, there is mount¬ 
ing concern over abuse of the con¬ 
tempt power by a relatively few 
judges. Recently a local man, a re¬ 
tired police officer, (who was sit¬ 
ting quietly observing the pro¬ 
ceedings) was jailed for nearly a 
month for wearing a shirt with a 
politically incorrect slogan on it 
The judge, rather than just evict¬ 
ing the man, sentenced him to a 
month in jail charged with “crimi¬ 
nal contempt” 

The rationale for the court’s 
proposed rule is to accelerate col¬ 
lection of fines as well as increase 



the percentage of fines paid. Two 
courts in Northern Michigan 
adopted the procedure on a trial 
basis and reported collection of 
85% of fines levied. 

It is claimed that millions of 
dollars in traffic fines go uncol¬ 
lected each year. Could the fact 
that a portion of fines paid goes in¬ 
to judges’ retirement funds be a 
part of the motivation? 

To their credit, the Michigan 
Judges’ Association and the Michi¬ 
gan State Bar’s committee on le¬ 
gal aid have opposed the propos¬ 
al. However, two other state bar 
committees support the rule, as 
do some judges. 

In most jurisdictions, the cur¬ 
rent practice is to allow defen¬ 
dants to pay off fines over the peri¬ 
od of probation when imposed by 
the court. Current law also pro¬ 
vides for fines not paid within 18U 
days to be turned over to the State 
Treasurer to be deducted from 


state income tax refunds. 

According to the Detroit News, 
Supreme Court spokesperson 
Marcia McBrien said, “the pro¬ 
posed rule was not intended to 
punish or incarcerate impover¬ 
ished defendants.” She further 
stated, “You can not constitution¬ 
ally imprison someone for their 
inability to pay. I mean that is the 
stuff of Dickens’ novels.” One won¬ 
ders where she will be working 
next week. 

In Michigan, State Supreme 
Court Justices stand for re-elec¬ 
tion. (Most are initially appointed 
by the governor following resigna¬ 
tions from the court) Not yet dis¬ 
closed is which justices support 
this proposal and whether or not 
it was unanimous. Voter's will ob¬ 
viously be interested in that infor¬ 
mation which should be taken in¬ 
to consideration in this fall’s elec¬ 
tions. 

The legislature should also se¬ 
riously consider laws to curtail the 
contempt power’s of judges as well 
as codifying court procedures 
rather than letting the courts 
make their own rules. Constitu¬ 
tional guarantees of due process 
ana freedom of speech are Deing 
threatened by the abuses of a few 
arrogant judges.

FACT: The focus of this vision 
paper is the future of quality edu¬ 
cation for all students in this dis¬ 
trict The philosophy it reflects is a 
more neighborhood-oriented ap¬ 


proach to developing local one- 
stop school-based services closer 
to the family home. This means at 
least three important things: 

- positioning our elementary 
and middle schools nearer the ge¬ 
ographic or population center of a 
collection of contiguous neighbor¬ 
hoods; 

- offering at each school a range 
of educational and child-care ser¬ 
vices that families desire, possibly 
including preschool, all-day 
kindergarten, and a parent choice 
multiage classroom;

Tomorrow’s another school day 


Our two greatest 20 century 
novelists, William Faulker and 
Margaret Mitchell, were big on en¬ 
durance and perseverance. 

“Tomorrow is another day,” 
vows Scarlett O’Hara, the defeat¬ 
ed heroine of Gone with the Wind , 
a book that has sold about 30 mil¬ 
lion copies and continues to sell in 
the face of politically correct prej¬ 
udices. 

‘They endured,” said Faulkner 
of southern blacks living in the 
days of Jim Crow laws. 

In picking the themes of en¬ 
durance and perseverance, the 
two authors zeroed in on more 
then the plot of a good soap 
opera. They’ve identified the story 
line of many real lives. 

The longer I live, the more I ad- 
mire the doers — the real-life 
Scarletts who, in the face of re¬ 
peated bad fortune, pounce on 
every new opportunity, giving it all 
they’ve got 

The less I admire the thinkers 
(like Ashley Wilkes, in 
{i}GWTW{r}), who are too smart 
to twirl in harmony with the 
world’s spin. 

There are a lot of smart men 
and women. But how many of 
them have been able to slow down 
the world when it spins out of con¬ 
trol? 

One group of thinkers who 
tried to forestall unnecessary 
death and destruction were the 
military leaders who tried to save 
millions of lives in World War II, 
when President Franklyn Roo¬ 
sevelt, advised by Alger Hiss and 
other Soviet agents instead of vet¬ 
eran state department experts, de¬ 
manded the unconditional surren¬ 
der of the Axis power. Though 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower proved 
how easy it was to land in North 
Africa and enter Italy by negotiat¬ 
ing with the large antifascist un¬ 
derground, Roosevelt condemned 
millions of people, including civil¬ 
ians, to death, and many ancient 
cities to rubble, by refusing to help 
Germans, including leaders like 
Gen. Erwin Rommel, topple 
Hitler 

The thinkers lost out to two do¬ 
ers, FDR and Joseph Stalin, and 
millions died so the Soviet Union 
could seize ten countries in Cen¬ 
tral Europe and build a nuclear 
arsenal that could assure the de¬ 
struction of many American cities.

Meanwhile, Germany has 
emerged as the leader of Western 
and Central Europe, while Ameri¬ 
ca foots too much of the bill for 
Germany’s defense and former 
Soviet leader’s graft. (The book to 
read is The New Dealers' War ,; by 
Thomas Fleming.) 

My point is that when pressed 
to the max — as Americans were 
in World War II — History march¬ 
es on while the best thinkers and 
planners are no more than by¬ 
standers at the parade. 

That’s why I’m reluctant to get 
too worked up about “Every 
Child, Every Family, One Commu¬ 
nity,” a “vision paper” drafted by a 
slew of Plymouth-Canton educrats 
that has riled a few citizens. 

On the upside, the paper pro¬ 
poses to replace the district’s ran¬ 
domly sited middle schools with 
neighborhood ones, and to in¬ 
crease the number of “Talented 
and Gifted” classes for elemen¬ 
tary school students. For someone 
who has deplored previous school 
administrations’ virtual war of at¬ 
trition against the ‘hoods and its 
emphasis on “at-risk” students to 
the detriment of achievers, I ap¬ 
plaud both goals. 

On the downside, the paper pro 
poses to deprive students of the 
historic Central Middle School and 
its traditions, continue the district’s 
drift away from the three R’s and 
into “a range of educational and 
child-care services that families 
desire,” and introducing “brain- 
based learning approaches.” 

For those of you too busy to fol¬ 
low the issue, the trendy brain- 
based learning approach to teach¬ 
ing is another swerve away from 
traditional teaching. While tradi¬ 
tional teaching motives students 
to work hal'd to learn and think 
about basic information, brain- 
based learning tries to teach stu¬ 
dents how to critically think with¬ 
out naving to learn anything or 
think about it 

To con school boards into swal¬ 


lowing brain-based learning, edu¬ 
crats distorted scientific concepts 
postulated during World War II to 
help Air Force tail-gunners shoot 
down Axis planes in dogfights. 

To solve this ballistics problem, 
the American government round¬ 
ed up some of the world’s greatest 
scientists, Gregory Bateson, Mar¬ 
garet Mead, Ross Ashby, and oth¬ 
ers. Their task was to invent a way 
for our gunners to instantly com¬ 
pensate for the flights of the shells 
and the movement of combatants’ 
planes. 

The scientists decided to cre¬ 
ate a machine that could learn 
how to hit a moving target by mim¬ 
icking how humans’ think. After 
studying the human thought 
process, they observed that there 
were different levels of thinking 
connected by feedback. At the bot¬ 
tom was rote learning, or memo¬ 
rizing. It appeared that as rote 
knowledge accumulated, another 
level of thinking was created by 
feedback from rote learning. On 
the higher level, the thinker made 
connections between what he had 
memorized. 

Feedback from the second lev¬ 
el, created a third level, where the 
thinker learned about the connec¬ 
tions that arose from the second 
level. Feedback from the third lev¬ 
el created a fourth level, and so 
on. 

The whole theory was based on 
feedback working up from rote. 
Weapon makers took the theory 
and developed compensating 
sites. Soon American planes be¬ 
gan winning the dogfights and 
eventually the air war 

Educrats took the theory, stole 
the concept of critical thinking 
levels, and divorced it from rote 
learning. In its place they placed 
any expensive gimmick they could 
slip by gullible school boards. 

Consequently, future Plymouth-

ladies there to tear down the 
shelves. 

These are sales clerks, not mus¬ 
cle mea When advised that there 
were no tools, Ms. Becky showed 
them how to unscrew and pry the 
shelving apart using, of all things, 
a butter knife! Hasn’t Ms. Becky, or 
Sara Lee for that matter, heaixl of 
OSHA? Is this the way things are 
done there? 

I bet if Ms. Becky brings tools, 
she won’t bring safety glasses. The 
ladies were told by Ms. Becky that 
if they didn’t take the shelving 
down, they would not get their un¬ 
employment checks. 

Well, that didn’t frighten the 
ladies one bit, because try as they 
may, they could not get an address 


from Ms. Becky nor from Gerald 
Dossin, in the HR department, to 
give to MESC. 

Mr. Dossin or his secretary 
were quite adept at slamming the 
phone down on the ladies when 
they found out who was calling. 
The ladies pay union dues and 
are part of the union, which is, 
most likely, the underlying reason 
that Sara Lee is getting rid of 
them, because, as I understand it, 
the people who run the Sara Lee 
thrift stores are not unionized. 
Where is the ladies union stew¬ 
ard? Asleep at the wheel in Taylor, 
I'm afraid. 

Thanks to the shoppers who 
came in to sign the petition. There 
were almost 1,000 signatures gar- 
nei'ed in four days and they were 
presented to the Sara Lee office, 
pleading them to keep the store 
open or even move to another lo¬ 
cation, but that fell on deaf ears. 
No response was forthcoming 
from Scrooge Lee. 

Ms. Becky said that the store 
didn’t do enough business. It is 
one of the more profitable ones 
and could be more so in a more 
visible location. There is no adver¬ 
tising done for these thrift shops, 
it's mostly done by word of mouth. 


She also said that the 1,000 cus¬ 
tomers who came in to sign the pe¬ 
tition (the 1,000 people in four 
days all bought items, mind you) 
should all have spent at least $5 
each. Yeah, Ms. Becky has a heart 
all right, only she left it in her oth¬ 
er web. Sara Lee also has a heart 
They don’t always think of money, 
they think of their customers and, 
I think, how to part them from 
their money, even if they have to 
make them drive further away. 

The next closest store is in Gar¬ 
den City, way too far for these se¬ 
nior citizens, day care facilities 
and fixed income people to go. 
Does Sara Lee care? Not a twit! 

The last few days before the 
store closed was like a wake, peo¬ 
ple coming in to say their tearful 
good byes, hugs all around, and 
the old people and low-income 
folks wondering where they will 
go to shop, with their fixed in¬ 
comes they can’t afford much. 
Who will share their happiness, 
heartaches, listen to their stories 
or just listen to them. We have lost 
much more than a place to shop, 
we have lost our Mayberry, our 
Camelot, our ray of sun on a drea¬ 
ry day. 

Way to go Sara Lee, I certainly 


hope that the stores you do have 
open will be boycotted. I know I 
plan to do so, and so do some of 
the others. I hope everyone boy¬ 
cotts you. To say you have done a 
disservice to the community is a 
gross understatement 

You can open another location 
in the area, it’s not a matter of 
finding a vacant building that has 
more traffic, it’s a matter of find¬ 
ing it in your heart to serve the 
people like you should be doing, 
and stop being so self serving Rid¬ 
ing closely on the heels of your 
tainted meat fiasco, you would 
think that you would want to pol¬ 
ish your image instead of tarnish 
it. To me and many others, like 
your meat, your image is rotten. 
These ladies gave you 5-plus years 
of service and you are giving them 
crumbs and a cold shoulder. Open 
a new location and become ser¬ 
vice oriented like you were and 
should be. You can still redeem 
yourself. 

Until then, it’s Boo to you Sara 
Lee, Boo to you Rebekah Salsgiv¬ 
er, and a big Boo to you too Gerald 
Dossin. 

A pox on you all!

Planning Committee to be 
launched this fall; by the Long 
Range Planning Committee itself; 
or, in the case of school expansion, 
closure or construction proposals, 
by a broad-based community pro¬ 
ject inviting much staff and com¬ 
munity participation. 

FACT: This Vision Paper pro¬ 
poses or explores strategic initia¬ 
tives for most support divisions of 
the schools operations, all focused 
on how to best support high quali¬ 
ty teaching and learning. For in¬ 
stance, finance initiatives are de¬ 
signed to channel an ever higher 
percentage of district revenues in¬ 
to classrooms; human resource 
initiatives are designed to hire 
and nurture the best possible em¬ 
ployees to work with kids; and fa¬ 
cilities initiatives are designed to 
create schools that are community 
centers where students have ac¬ 
cess to equitable learning oppor¬ 
tunities. 

FACT: This paper recommends 
an expansion of the elementary 
program for gifted and talented 
children in order to serve approx¬ 
imately 50% more students than 
currently. In doing so, identified 
gifted and talented students 
would also be able to remain in 
their home schools with their sib¬ 
lings and neighborhood friends, 
rather than ride shuttle busses 
every day to yet another location. 
The money and time currently al¬ 
located daily to transporting these 
children would be directed back 
into their education. 

FACT: The facilities section of 
this vision paper invites an exami¬ 
nation of several potential facility 
changes that would be explored 
through a broad-based community 
dialogue. Among the changes to 
be explored would be establishing 
some of our elementaries as 600- 
student, pre-K through grade 5 el¬ 
ementary schools and converting 
one southerly-located elementary 
school to a middle school. 

FACT: This vision paper does 
not recommend that the district 
sell Central Middle School: it rec¬ 
ommends that the building be 
{i}repurposing{r}, that is, devel¬ 
oped to serve purposes other than 
its current one. In this paper I rec¬ 
ommend that the district extend 
an invitation for community 


and/or business partners to join us 
in an alliance to define new pur¬ 
poses for this large building which 
might meet several community 
needs. These might include estab- 
lishing a senior center, a recre¬ 
ational facility, and even a parent 
choice magnet school. Magnet 
philosophies we are very interest¬ 
ed in include the brain-based 
learning approaches and the well- 
regarded and rigorous Interna¬ 
tional Academy program. 

FACT: This paper recommends 
selling or leasing certain build¬ 
ings, but this does not mean the 
programs or services in those 
buildings would be discontinued. 
Instead, they would be relocated 
toother buildings. 

FACT: The contents of this vi¬ 
sion paper do not constitute a 
master plan or a done deal. My 
opening comments hilly invite ex¬ 
ploration and discussion. Specifi¬ 
cally, I describe the paper as an 
outline to be further developed by 
members of the larger community 
This intent is captured in the pa¬ 
per’s title “Every Child, Every 
Family, One Community.” 
Through the selection of this title, 
my staff and I intend to communi¬ 
cate how profoundly we believe 
that the good of every child in P- 
CCS will be served by every family 
joining arms together as one sin¬ 
gle learning community. 

FACT: The final draft of Every 
Child, Every Family, One Commu¬ 
nity will be a primary tool for 
Long Range Planning work and 
will be available in all our build¬ 
ings before Oct 15. 

The premature dissemination 
of this unfinished material has 
been unfortunate for the friends 
of this school district in several 
ways. It has been unfair to the 
Board whose role it is as the elect¬ 
ed officials to plan for effective 
governance. It has been unfair to 
teachers, principals, and other ad¬ 
ministrators and employees who 
received questions they were un¬ 
able to answer because they sim¬ 
ply did not have this information 
yet It has been unfair to students 
and their parents in that it has 
created alarm. The vision cap¬ 
tured in this paper forecasts many 
years out and several of the facili¬ 
ties changes suggested would be 
years in the making. All who want 
to participate in the dialogue 
about the district’s future will 
have an avenue for doing that As 


its title reflects, this entire set of 
strategic initiatives is for and 
about “Every Child, Every Family, 
One Community.” 

Thank you for taking the time 
to read these facts. Remember, 
too, that other incomplete infor¬ 
mation may surface before the fi¬ 
nal draft of this paper is finished. 


Please exercise patience. All the 
detail will be available to you 
soon, and the process for sharing 
your opinions and responses will 
be clear.

Rockets edge Stevenson, 
host Salem on Parents 5 Night

After an ego-shattering loss to 
Northville the week before, Glenn 
coach Chuck Gordon said, that 
Livonia Stevenson was one of 
those “must” games for his Rock¬ 
ets. 

The Rockets didn’t disappoint 
him or John Glenn football fans. 

The Westlanders came 
through, 15-7, to start the Western 
Lakes, Lake Division phase of the 
2001 season on target 

And with winless Plymouth- 
Salem scheduled to come to 
Glenn Stadium Friday night the 
Rockets now have an opportunity 
to improve their record to 3-1. 

Salem has not played up to 
first-year coach Bob Cummings’ 
expectations in its three outings. 

But Gordon doesn’t expect the 
Rocks to roll over for them, either. 

“There is too much tradition in¬ 


volved between our two teams,” 
says Gordon. “It will be a hard-hit- 
ting game all the way. Believe 
me.” 

Glenn drew first blood against 
Stevenson, a team that has given 
the Rockets fits in the past And it 
looked like a typical Stevenson- 
Glenn match up as the two battled 
to a draw most of the first quarter 

The scoreless tie was broken 
with 48 seconds left in the initial 
quarter as Glenn running back 
Anthony Harrell took a handoff 
from quarterback Brian Ceck- 
iewicz and found a hole on the 
right side and blew past the de¬ 
fenders, and he didn’t stop until 
he had gone 33-yards and across 
the Spartan goal line. 

Andrew Peiffer booted the ex¬ 
tra point and Glenn had a 7-0 lead. 

But Stevenson came back and 
tied the score midway in the sec¬ 
ond quarter when the Spartans 
managed to put together a sus¬ 
tained drive that culminated in 


fullback Jacob Proctor’s one-yard 
TD lunge. 

It was again back to basic de¬ 
fense in the third quarter and nei¬ 
ther team threatened until early 
in the fourth when Glenn cashed 
in on a bad Stevenson snap and 
equally poor punt that eventually 
set up a safety. 

Up 9-7, the Westlanders scored 
an insurance TD midway in the fi¬ 
nal period as tailback De’Anthony 
Granberry set up the Rocket score 
with a 29-yard run to the Steven¬ 
son one. 

On the next play from scrim¬ 
mage, Ceckiewicz took the ball in 
on a sneak and Peiffer kicked his 
second PAT. 

Ceckiewicz is still having prob¬ 
lems finding his receivers as he 
completed only three of 16 tosses 
for 47 yards. The defense received 
outstanding efforts from Brandon 
Ajlouny who had one intercep¬ 
tion, linebacker Craig Lewis and 
Nick Seymour. 


Toss out the records: It’s Kobichaud vs. Inkster 


Kyles wins his first as Vikings coach

There’s a say¬ 
ing in these parts that the outcome 
of that game means more to these 
kids than all of the rest of the 
games combined.” 


Is that right. Coach Medlock? 

“I don’t know about that,” re¬ 
sponded the Robichaud coach. 
“But, yes, you can forget about 
records when our two teams meet 
We all know what’s at stake - 
pride, neighborhood rivalry, and 
yes, I am looking for a hard-fought, 
physical game.” 

.And, for the first time in recent 
years, it is Robichaud which en¬ 
ters the game as the underdog. 

Inkster is coming oft’of an im¬ 
pressive 32-0 victory over the 
Cougars of Annapolis. It provided 
coach Kyles and the Vikings (1-2) 


their first Mega Conference, Gold 
Division, victory of the 2001 cam¬ 
paign. 

Running back Ron Perry led 
the Viking assault against Annapo¬ 
lis as he scored two touchdowns, 
rushed for 246 yards on 18 at¬ 
tempts. Perry scored his first TD 
on a 21-yard sprint, then came 
back with a 43-yard TD run late in 
the second quarter 

In the third quarter, the Vikings 
also scored when quarterback 
Brandon Dawson and Jason Buck¬ 
ner combined on an eight-yard 
strike. Chris Larkins’ 14-yard, oft 


tackle, run accounted for the 
fourth and final Viking score. 

Larkins also stood out on de¬ 
fense as he amassed 13 tackles 
and he also separated the ball 
from two would-be Annapolis half¬ 
backs, causing fumbles. He recov¬ 
ered one of them. 

Larkins’ teammate Eric Casey 
also carded eight solos. The defen¬ 
sive end was credited with two 
sacks of the quarterbacks. Comer- 
back Jrhvontz Minnifield deflect¬ 
ed three passes. 

Dawson also looked good in the 
pocket as he connected on five of 


10 passes for 110 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

“If we can build upon this mo¬ 
mentum, we may make it into the 
playoffs,” stressed Kyles. 

And that would be a first for the 
Vikings. 

In the meantime, Robichaud 
apparently couldn't generate any 
kind of momentum against High¬ 
land Park. The Bulldogs dropped 
a 42-16 decision Friday to the 
Parkers and have failed to find 
their way into the victory column

APPENDIX A-ZONING 

AMENDMENT 1.177 

An Ordinance to amend the Zoning Ordinance of the 
City of Romulus, by amending ARTICLE II, Section 
2.02 Definitions 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Zoning 
Ordinance. 

Section 2: Article II, Section 2.02 of the Romulus Zoning 
Ordinance is amended to read as follows: 

Section 2.02 Definitions 

Lot width: the horizontal distance between the side lot 
lines, measured at the two (2) points where the mini¬ 
mum required front setback line intersect the side lot 
lines. 

Section 3: Repeal of Conflicting Provisions 

All resolutions, ordinances or parts thereof in conflict 
with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the extent 
of such conflict, hereby repealed. 

Section 4: Penalty 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a 
fine not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or 
by imprisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, or 
both, in the discretion of this court. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-section or 
section of this Article be declared void or otherwise 
invalid, for any reason, by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect any por¬ 
tion of this Article other than the part specifically 
declared to be void. 

Section 6: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately 
upon publication in the official newspaper.

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code of 
Ordinances be Amended by Revising Chapter 29, Section 29-92 
Providing for Requirements Applicable to Billboards and to 
Establish Standards for the Appropriate Location of Billboards. 


THE CITY OF ROMULUS, 
HEREBY ORDAINS: 


WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN 


Section 1: Short Title 

This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Sign 
Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 29, Section 29-92 of the Romulus City Code is 
amended to read as follows: 

CHAPTER 29 
Schedule of Regulations 
Section 29.92 - Billboards. 

(a) Area and height limitations. No billboard having a surface 
area greater than three hundred (300) square feet may be erect¬ 
ed or maintained, except that billboards with a surface area of 
up to seven hundred (700) square feet that are within 150 feet 
of an interstate may be erected or maintained. The zoning 
board of appeals may not approve any billboard with a surface 
area over one thousand two hundred (1,200) square feet. Such 
approval may be given where the erection or maintenance of 
the sign will not be detrimental to the use of any adjoining 
commercial or residential land. No billboard may be erected to 
a height greater than the height for the zoning district in which 
it is to be erected pursuant to Section 22.01 of the zoning ordi¬ 
nance; however, billboards which are located on a permitted 
zoning district adjacent to an interstate highway may be erect¬ 
ed to a height of forty-five (45) feet. 

(b) Location 

(1) Billboard and outdoor advertising display signs may only 
be located in C-2, M- 1, MT-1, M-2, and MT-2 zoning 
districts along a freeway. All nonconforming signs may 
continue to exist but may not be expanded, enlarged, or 
extended, however, they may be maintained and 
repaired. Billboard or outdoor advertising display signs 
may not be erected or maintained within five hundred 
(500) feet ot any public park, recreation ground, public 
reservation, school, church, residentially zoned district 
or existing residential use, nor within fifty (50) feet of 
street lines at any street intersection. 

(2) All billboards and outdoor advertising display signs shall 
observe setbacks as required by respective zoning dis¬ 
tricts. However, no billboard or outdoor advertising dis¬ 
play sign shall be located closer than fifty (50) feet from 
a street. Billboards must be separated by a minimum of 
one thousand (1,000) lineal feet along freeways. The 
spacing requirements in this section apply to signs on 
either side of the roadway and shall be measured parallel 
to the right-of-way. 

(c) Materials required. All billboards and outdoor advertising dis¬ 
play signs, when attached to buildings and structures, shall 
have all structural and supporting members constructed of 
incombustible materials. Moldings, cappings, nailing blocks, 
letters, latticing and other ornamental features of signs may be 
constructed of wood, approved plastic or other materials hav¬ 
ing combustible characteristics similar to wood. Sign facings 
may be made of approved combustible plastics when comply¬ 
ing with the general requirements and the areas listed below:

(d) Erection. All billboards and outdoor advertising display signs 
shall be securely built, constructed and erected upon posts and 
standards sunk at least four (4) feet below the natural surface 
of the ground. All posts, anchors, and bracings of wood shall 
be treated to protect them from moisture by creosoteing or 
other approved methods when they rest upon or enter the 
ground. 

(e) Site plan review. Erection permits for billboards that are in 
compliance with this chapter shall be issued by the chief 
building inspector without site plan review. 

(0 Premises to be kept free of weeds. The site upon which a bill¬ 
board or outdoor advertising display sign is placed shall be 
maintained by the owner thereof in a clean, sanitary and inof¬ 
fensive condition, and free and clear of all obnoxious sub¬ 
stances, rubbish and weeds. 

(g) Unobstructed access. There shall be an unobstructed access to 
the proposed billboardstructure, for operation, maintenance, 
repair, and inspectional purposes, which may be provided 
through an easement. This access shall have a width and loca¬ 
tion determined by such factors as: the location of adjacent 
thoroughfares and traffic circulation within the site; and any 
attendant facilities; the location of buildings and parking facil¬ 
ities; proximity to residential districts and minimizing distur¬ 
bance to the natural landscape; and the type of equipment 
which will need to access the site.

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Twisters bounce back to beat Grizzlies 


While a late summer storm 
thundered its way across Wayne 
County and brought relief to the 
dried out, browned out state, the 
Twisters whirled through, above 
and past the Toledo Glass Grizzles 
Saturday night for their fifth win 
in tiie Lakeshore Fbotball Confer¬ 
ence. 

Manager J. Glenn Brothers’s 
TXvisters bounced back from their 
first loss of the season to shut out 
the Grizzles, 35-0.

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Herman seconded to open the 
public hearing [to consider] establishing Industrial Development 
District Number 17. Carried. 

1 he Township is in receipt of a request for, tax abatement from 
Ricardo Inc. an existing industrial facility, located on Samuel Barton 
Drive near the Tyler and Haggerty Road intersection. Ricardo is 
considering relocating their North American Headquarters in Van 
Buren Township. This would include constructing a new 76,765 
square foot two (2) story facility, with a proposed investment of 
roughly $14,500,000. The location is not currently in an Industrial 
Development District (IDD) and Public Act 198, which governs tax 
abatements, requires the Township to establish an IDD prior to con¬ 
sidering tax abatement. The area under consideration is approxi¬ 
mately 9.35 acres encompassing only the site for the new proposed 
facility. 

Currently, there are four (4) other tax abatements in the Township 
and each are located in their own Industrial Development Districts. 
One of these Abatements will expire in December 2001. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Hart moved, Jahr seconded to close the public hearing. Carried 

Rochowiak moved, Payne seconded to open the public hearing (to 
consider the request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption 
Certificate for Ricardo Inc.]. Carried. 

Ricardo Inc, has requested a facilities exemption certificate seeking 
tax abatement for both real and personal property. They are propos¬ 
ing to construct a 76,765 square foot facility on their property, locat¬ 
ed on Samuel Barton Drive- The proposed initial investment is esti¬ 
mated at $14,500,000, with approximately $4,100,000 in personal 
property. 

Ricardo Inc., Vice President Frank Alex gave a brief explanation ot 
their operation. He stated they currently occupy a 34,000 square foot 
facility in the township. He further stated Ricardo Inc. is an engi¬ 
neering technology provider who undertakes design, analysis and 
testing of engines, transmissions, and vehicle development services 
on behalf of the automotive industry. This includes everything from 
small lawnmower engines to large locomotive engines. They have 
grown from S25,000,000 to about $80,000,000 in sales over the past 
three years. In order to continue the growth of the company they 
would like to establish a centralized campus in Van Buren Township 
to bring all of their satellite locations together. Currently there are 
three (3) leased satellite facilities in Plymouth and they are planning 
on closing those, facilities and relocating the employees to the Van 
Buren Township facility. They are also proposing to add approxi¬ 
mately 60 new highly skilled professional engineering jobs over the 
next twelve to eighteen months to help foster the growth they have 
been experiencing. Last year Ricardo invested about $8,000,000 into 
the Van Buren Township facility and the new construction is planned 
to begin in the next 30 days with anticipated completion by October 
or November of 2002. 

This facility will have a nice campus like setting, which will tic the 
two facilities together with canopies. There will he no outside stor¬ 
age, no hazardous material storage, no negative impact on air quality 
and no significant noise impact. Supervisor King restated the 
process of creating an IDD and the next step is granting an Industrial 
Facilities Tax Agreement (IFT). The agreement sets forth meeting 
objectives, target dates for completion and substantial compliance 
required to insure that if granted a tax abatement the company will 
abide by the agreement. The Township uses a previously established 
set of guidelines outlining the criteria used to determine the length 
of the IFT. Supervisor King referred to the applicants application 
score of 83-1/2 points, which allows for a 10-year exemption and 
the adoption of Resolution 2001-22 would authorize an Industrial 
Facilities Tax Exemption Certificate for this length to Ricardo Inc. 
Van Buren Township welcomes this is the type of industrial use. 

A resident was concerned about the number of jobs to be, trans¬ 
ferred from Plymouth and what effect this would have on the infra¬ 
structure due to the added traffic. Mr. Alex stated that an additional 
150 jobs would be added to the Van Buren Township facility. He 
also stated that there are two shifts with staggered starting and end¬ 
ing times. This facility is roughly 80% labor related and the 20% 
that is engines brought by truck would be minimal at 4 to 8 delivery 
trucks a week.

Team effort restores Belleville Lake 


To the editor: 

During the past several 
months, much has been written 
about the water quality of 
Belleville Lake in the vicinity of 
Ryznar Drive. Because the viabil¬ 
ity and aesthetics of this beautiful 
resource are of great importance 
to all of us, we want to make sure 
the community is aware of the 
steps that have been taken to alle¬ 
viate the source of contamination. 

Township officials have been in 
frequent contact with officials at 
Willow Run Airport Airport offi¬ 
cials, once being informed of the 
source of contamination, took 
prompt action to eliminate the 
source point for the contamina¬ 
tion entering the Begole Drain 
that empties into Belleville Lake 
in the Ryznar Drive area. Fliture 
plans include a complete re¬ 


design of the fuel/water separator 
that has since been determined to 
be faulty. This redesign should 
eliminate the potential for future 
occurrences. 

Township Environmental Di¬ 
rector Brian Ballard met with City 
of Belleville officials to provide a 
status of the situation and to en¬ 
sure their concerns were ad¬ 
dressed. Finally, we, along with 
Director Ballard and City resi¬ 
dent Patrick Danna, and the af¬ 
fected Ryznar Drive residents, 
met with Senator Loren Bennett 
and Representative Bmce Patter¬ 
son and Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) 
members. This meeting, arranged 
through Senator Bennett’s office, 
was for the puipose of ascertain¬ 
ing the status of sampling and 
analysis performed by the State, to 


address concerns of the commu¬ 
nities and affected residents, and 
to devise an action plan for ensur¬ 
ing the lake’s health is protected 
and its aesthetic amenities re¬ 
stored. 

This meeting, an example of 
how many concerned parties can 
come together with a mutual ob- 
jective; in this case, ensuring 
Belleville Lake remains the jewel 
that it is, was very successful in 
developing an action plan to ad¬ 
dress lake contamination. More 
thorough sampling and analysis 
has been performed by the MD¬ 
EQ, a new fuel/water separator is 
to be installed on airport property 
soon, airport officials created a 
Storm Water Pollution Prevention 
Action Plan, and aerator pumps, 
courtesy of Willow Run Airport, 
are to be installed near the resi¬ 


dents’ dock on Ryznar Drive to 
oxygenate the water to assist in 
restoring it to its former healthy 
condition. 

We would like to express our 
appreciation for the efforts of Sen¬ 
ator Bennett and Representative 
Patterson in ensuring this matter 
received the attention it deserved 
by state officials. We are apprecia¬ 
tive of the MDEQ in performing 
additional sampling, and address¬ 
ing our concerns in a thoughtful, 
conscientious manner Finally, our 
thanks to Wayne County and Wil¬ 
low Run Airport for seeing a prob¬ 
lem and taking action to elimi¬ 
nate it
